Much may be done In removln 
these .obstacles by missionaries and phll 
nnthroplsts securing employment amon 
them, but pemianent good can only com 
when the States realizing their responsl 
blllty to the Indians within their borders 
claim from the general government" th 
rlKht to control and protect them an 
assume the responsibility of carrylng'ou 
tieatle.s by which they arc Induced to 
become citizens."

:helr rental and-pald without grumbling. 
The Cornell crew was the ce-nter of Inter- 
est and the Argonaut rowing clubs of 
Toronto attracted a tull share of atten- 
tion. 


The principal event of the day was th< 


eight-oared race for the Gr-ind challenge 
cup, which Is rowed in heats, the final 
one* being decided on the last day of the 
regatta. The crews entered for this race 
were the Leander Boat club, the holders 
of tho cup; the Thames F.owlng club, the 
London Uowlng club: the New College 
(Oxford) Rowing club; the Cornell Uni- 
versity, Boat Club: Trinity Hall (Cam- 
brodge) How-Ing club, nnd tho Eton Col- 


Rowing club. The first- heat was 


won by Trinity Hull, who beat the Lon- 
don Kowlng club by six lengths. 


The- second heat was won by the Eton 
ighi, who beat tho 
Thames Rowing 


crew a length and a quarter. 


Then came tho heat of the Kieatest In- 


terest to Englishmen and Americans. Tho 
Cornell crew had drawn to contest with 
the eight of Leander Boat ttlub,. which 
won the cup last year, .and were consld 
ered the strongest crew entered In the 
rze-e. The wind was blowing strong off, 
tho Beecks shore, which favored the Cor 
nells. who had drown a position on that 
side. Mr. G. S. Francis, the manager 01 
the Cornell crew, was unable to be tak 
on on board the umpire's launch, which 
followed the boats over the course, as 
Mr. Wllland, the umpire, thought she 
was already filled. 
When Mr. Wllland 


asked: "Are you ready?" the Lenders 
shouted "no" but apparently Mr. Wll- 
land did not hear them, as he said "go." 
and tho Cornells went off (n good style. 
The umpire's launch did not follow for 
some time, but as the Cornells showed 
no sinus of stopping, the launch eventu- 
ally followed 
tnc-m down Ibo coui.'e. 


while the Lcanders remained nt the start- 
Ing pojnt. The * Cornells. i>fter rowing 
nt a pretty fast pace for a while, reduced 
their speed until their stroke was little 
less than paddling. They occupied S min: 
utes and 11 seconds In, going over the 
course. The Cornell boys, of whom ther« 
was a large number present, ran along 
the two path, cheering the men an fill- 
Ing the air with the Coinell cry, which 
was taken up by Americans occupying 
house boats along the course. The scene 
vvt.s very excltlng.- 
Jn the meantime the Leander crew re- 


rr.alned at the post, declaring that they 
would lodge a protest against the heat 
being given to Cornell. It appears that 
when the umpire asked If th'ey were 
ready, some one In the Leander boat 
said "yes." whereupon the umpire gave 
the word,"go." 
Almost at the same 


tlmo the stroke of the Leanders shouted 
"r.o no." The Lcanders, or part of them 
at least, made a faint attempt to get 
away as the Cot nells started, but It was 
evident that the crew had no Intention 
of going over the course, 
though 
for 


what reason, nobody can Imagine. . 


As near as everyone could see, they 


were quite as ready to start as the Cor- 
nells were, though It may be true that 
they *ere not ready. Anyway, It was a 
very unfortunate misunderstanding to 
say the least. The Lcanders have, pro- 
tested the heat and It remains to be 
seen whether the Cornells will be allow- 
ed to retain It or not.

It Is now 
generally expected that It will be short 
and In no way radical.. State Issues will 
be dwelt upon briefly, but the liquor qucs- 
ticn will not bo touched upon. 
Two 


years ago the party adopted the policy 
of .considering this question out of poll- 
tics and will continue It. Tne Minneapo- 
lis platform of ISI' wilt be reaffirmed 
as- to national Issues. This course will 
be adopted as being best adopted to fur- 
ther the candidacy of Senator Allison, 
who Is here but taking- no part, for the- 
presidency.
